Our second direction to you, is, cultivate the virtues ofa 
generous and public spirit. Consider that you do net 
live for yourselves alone, but for your friends, your coun- 
try, and for posterity. Be ever ready to encourage mea- 
sures of public and general utility. Scorn the littleness of 
asordid and ignoble spirit, concerned only for itself. 
Rise above it. Be aiding to the utmost ef yeur power, in 
plans to promote the public good. Patronize the cause of 
literature. 

My third direction to you is, be cautious what connec- 
ions you form, and what company you keep. Let your 
leisure hours be filled up by conversation with persons ef 
virtuous character and improved understandings ; if such 
are notat hand spend them in meditation by yourselves a- 
lone. Flee the conversation of the idle, the thoughtless and 
the vain ; nolessthan that of the lewd the vicious and the 
profligate. Go nottothe places where sueh characters res 
sort; por permit any of them tocome upon such terms of 
intimacy with yon, as to seek your company or intrude up- 
on your retirement, 

Let me caution you in the next place, against indulging 
anxlous thoughts respecting your suecess in life, or seek- 
ing promotion by unworthy and dishonorable means. Con- 
sider that the course of events is pot placed under your di. 
rection. Remember that ‘the heavens dorule.”” Learn 
'o repose your confidence in the care of that superintending 
providence which God exercises over all his works, wh'ch 


anaes from harm the falling, sparrow, and numbers thé 
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hairs of ourheads, Leave ii to Him who assigns te vog 
your places iu life; and rather becontent wooan huwte 
giiuaiton, than desirous of being raised to ai ¢Xaltev one, 
fiecoilect, that, according to the universal testimony of 
werkind, bappiness consists morein tranquility and con- 
tesiment of mind, than to eminence of station, wealth or 
power, Let, then, the question of duty, rather than of in. 
ierest, engage your thoughts. We may be deceived in our 
calculations as to whatcourse of conduct may lead to the 
most advantages ; unforeseen occurrences often break in 
upon and destroy the best schemes of policy: but of thie 
there can be no doubt, that we cannet ultimately be the 
loser by a course of conduct, such as comport with the 
rules of virtue. It rarely happens, that the world conti- 
vues, for any considerable lengt: of time, insensible to the 
claims of real merit.——Calumny may succeed for a while 
in casting a cloud over a man’s character 5 or a combina- 
tion of the envious may be fuimed to bear him down 3 or & 
turbulent stete of things, produced and kept up by party 
views, BAY depress Lim; but if he possesses real merit or 
strength of character, these obstacles will gradually- give 
way before him, auc sone field of usefulness will be pre- 
sented, which he may cultivate with honor and success. 
Remember, also, that your success in life, will, under 
Providence, depend more upon the moral qualities of your 
conduct than upon the vigor of your genius, er the extent 
of your acquirements, Genius is, indeed, a rare thing : & 


for a man to urrogate any thing to himself onthe score of 


paris, is to rouse at once the pride and the jealousy of eve- 
ry one he meets, and to make it the interest of all around 
him to oypore his pretensions —— A prudent man, there- 
fore, finde many ways of rendering hiniself useful to society 
without once starting a question as to the extent ef those 
gifts that he may have received from nature. To evince 
to the world, thatwe are hebitually governed by honorable 
motives ; that we seek the good of those around us; that 
we maintain « firm adherence to correct moral principles ; 
to cisplay, in the whole tenor of our conduct, a regard to 
truth, integrity, justice and humanity, will go further ia 
guining the contidence of mankind. than the greatest dis- 
pleys of mere talent that ever dazzled the eyes of the asto- 
Dis! ed and gazing multitud«. You willdo me the justice 
to belleve, that, in making these remarks, itis farfrom my 


einiention to hold ontthe idea, that these virtues, which 


liave been endeavoring to recommend. are to be cultivated 
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merely with the view to gain the confideuce and approba- 
tion of your fellow-men, and therby to advauce yourselves 
in the world. If cultivated with these views, they lose 
their character as virtues. and degenerate into the con- 
temptible arts of a wretched and detestable hypocricy. No 
man ever deserved the esteem of minkind, whe was actuat- 
ed by no higher motive than the desire of obtaining it. Ne 
wise man will despise the epinion of these areund him ; no 
good man will make this the governing principle of his ac- 
tioas. The contest for self agrandizement, in which the 
men of the world would engage with so much eagerness & 
ardor, is perhaps in all cases, attended with a loss of peace, 
if not principle. which is of vastly more value then the 
prize, My serious and deliberate advice to you, therefore, 
is. never to embark in a contest for honor or office, unless 
where something more than honor or office is concerned. If 
they come, let them come, in all other cases, unsolicited. 
Let me, then, remind you, in the last place, of a tribunal 
above that of public opinion, to which all your actions are 
to be referred. It cannot be too often nor too deeply im- 
pressed upon your minds, that your conduct and character 
must be formed upon principles of an higher order, than 
those which belong te the transcient relations of men as ex- 
isting ina state of society, You compose a part of one 
crand moral system. At the head of this system is God, 
His will isour law ; his authority the basis of moral obli- 
gation. Go, then, to the law and the testimony—Hence 
derive your notiens of duty, hence deduce the principles, 
according to which you will frame the economy of your 
lives. Ponder, in deep meditation, the important informa- 
tion contained in the Bible : the erigin of man; bis prima- 
tive state of honor and innocence ; his present state of de- 
gradation and guilt; what God has don® for his recovery; 
the terms on which the divine favor may be shownto the 
guilty: and the alternatives awating us after death. These 
are matters of the utmost moment, Let them press upon 
your minds with the whole weight of their importance. 
Never imagine, that, when you have acted your parts as 
members of society, you have done the whole of your duty. 
Consider the relation you stand in to God ; your obligation 
to Him ; your need of his grace to enlighten, renew and 
sanctify your natures. Remember that the grand question 
Which involves al! your interests, isthe question of your 
title to His faver. Let this. ien engross vourcares. Ne. 
ver deem it unbecoming your characters as men, or as sche- 
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leis. t think. emeck avd act -s Christians. Nothing cat 
exoos you for pegieciing the claims of christiauity. vac /1e 
fir, and aawavering conviction, that it is false : and, ‘vast 
assured, that, while you retain the use of your intellectual 
avd moral powers, such a conviction you shaii ever aitaa, 


Every system that you may embrace, from Avheism its: if 


pp to Socinianism, you will find to be cold, dirk and com- 
fortless ; and for this reason. that they are all unsatiehle 
to the nature and cireumstances of man, or, in other worts 
that they are false. Mian is dependent, and he must have 
someting that is not so, to rest upon. He is immortal ; 
aud ve must have a source of enjoyment commensurate with 
the duration of itsexistance. He is surrounded by ills of 
various kinds, the child of sorrow & an heir of disappoint- 
ment ; and he must have something to preserve him from 
ginking under the barden of his griefs, Above all, he is a 
sinuer; and he must have some other ground of hope in 
the mercy of his God than any that can be derived from 
himself. All this is to be found in the religion of the Bible 
and itis to be found no where else. Devete yourselves 
therefore, to this religion ; and never rest satisfied till you 
fee! its penetrating, subduing. & purifying influence. Then 
shall you find its consolstions te flaw, ina bright and ex- 
bilarating steam along your path. ‘Phen shali you find a 
refuze ip distress, “a very present help” in every time of 
tren le. When foes combine and friends prove false, you 
sivll experience the faithiulness of Him who has promised 
“PF will never forsake thee.’ The tenor of your life, even 
and tenquil, shall be free from that fretful impatience 
which disquiets others. Fearing God, you shall have no- 
thing else to fear: and feeling your dependence on him, 
you shall be delivered from the temptation of trusting in 
an arm of flesh, or stooping from that respect which every 
good man owes to himself,to any undignified method of 
gitning the patronage of others.—But I have done. With 
liv ly concern for your welfare, we now bid you adieu !— 
What may be before you, we know not. Bat this we do 
certamtly,that if you follow the course in life which we have 
endexvored to sketch out for your direction, it will conduct 
vou to happiness and glory : but if not—let me, however, ra- 
ther hide the dreadful alternative, lest I should embitter 
the hour of parting with fears—v hich—may the God of 
merey prevent from ever being realized in any of you. ‘To 
His Almigh'© protection we desire to recommend you: ad 
whavever may be the events, or whatever the scenes of your

LEGISLATURE OF OHIO, 


The senate has agreed to a resolution relative to the re. 
duction of salaries. 

A committee has been appointed in senate to examine 
What amendments are necessary to the act regulating judg- 
ments and executions. 

The following resolution was before the house of repre: 
sentatives the 8th inst. 

Resolved, That so much of the governor’s communica- 
tion, as relates to the judiciary, be referred to a select com- 
wittee of five members, and that the said commi'tee. cn- 
quire inte the constitutionality and expediency of su crga- 
aizing the Judicial courts, as to take from the court of 
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coinmon pleas all its jurisdiction, except in probate and tes. 
tamentary matiers, and the partition of real estate, avd io 
empower the said courts, to do all and singular, the busi- 
aess now done by the county commissioners. 

To abolish the board of commissioners. To create a 
m weourt to be called the Circuit Court, of which court 
the president of the coartof common pleas, shall be sole 
juige ; and to transfer all the business now done in the 
common pleas (except as before) into the Circuit Court, 
‘lo dispense with the attendance of the president in the 
conmon pleas, except he should choose to attend in said 
court. To reduce the number of circuits. To establish a 
court of Chancery. Toprevide for the punishment of 
minor offences without trial by indictment or presentment.” 

A resolution was introduced for the appointment of a 
jeint committee to enquire into the expediency of repesling 
the charters of the several banking institutions within this 
state, which shall not, after the day of next 
redeem their notes with specie ; which was committed toa 
committee of the whole and made the order of the day for 
this day. 

A resolution was introduced by Johnson for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of four members, on the part of the 
house, to take into consideration that part of the governor’s 
message, as relates to a water communication between 
¥. ke Erie and the Ohio river, the committee consists of 
Jeousoo, Hinten and Farewell.

A bill entitled “a bill toamend the act making further 
appropriation of the three per cent fund, granted by the U. 
States, forthe purpose of opening roads in this state,’ wae 
read the third time and passed. 





The hill introduced into the house of representatives, by 
C. Hammond, providing for the collection of debts by iu- 
slalments, has been rejected by a vote of 36 to 31. 

A bill on the same subject has been brough into the bouse 
which provides that creditors shall not be allowed interest 
Wf they refuse to take property at an appraised value.

GREAT BRITAIN, &c. 


By extracts from London papers it appers that the trial 
of the queen was going on the 2d of last month. ‘The evi- 
dence had been gone through, her counsel had closed the 
defence and the debates were going on among the lords. 
Lord Erskin while engaged in a speech in her favor was 
attacked with something of the apoplectic kind, and _ re- 
mained in a state of insensibility at the time of the last intel- 
ligence. 

One circumstance Ras occured of high importance, says 
a London paper, The Prince Leopold of Saxe Cogburg, 
who had awaited the proceedings in Parliament with deep 
anxiety, now the charges and defence had heen gone thro’ 

as waited upon her Majesty for the purpose of expressing 
‘tis conviction of the futility of the charges exhibited against 
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her, and of her perfect innocense, The interview, as may 
be suposed, was most affecting: and its influence, bota 
upon parliament and upon the country, will be equally pow. 
erful, [tis stated, that one of the Reyal Dukes intenis 
p-ying a similar visit. 

Verbal reports from England in relation to the trial of 
the queen are contradictory. Some state that she was ac- 
quitted. Others say that the bill of pains and penalties 
hid passed the heuse of lords, but that it was supposed it 
would be rejected in the house of commois. 

SPAIN. 


Private letters from Madrid state, that the king of Spain 
han, by the advice of his privy council. refused his sanc\:on 
to the proposition agreed to by the cortes, for the suppres- 
sion of monastic orders, 

During the discussion against the monks, in the cortes of 
Spain, the pious fathers availed themselves of the delay, 
and carried from the Monasteries all the movable goods 
upon which they could lay theirhands. Many millions of 
property, it is said, will thus be lost to the government. 

It is reported that te Florida Treaty has been ratified 
by the cortes. 

NAPLES. 


It appears to be understood that the Austrian troops are 
not likely to act against Naples: at least until the allied 
sovereigns shall have cometo a definitive understand: g 
how jar they shall interfere in the local affairs of individual 
governments.
